In response to Applicant's arguments that Sundaresan does not teach (p 3, third paragraph), disclose or suggest communicating the 
name of the product to a producer of text, it should be noted that since Sundaresan teaches identifying the product, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordianry skill in the art to be well-aware that if one has a system to identify a term or name then one would definitely 
want to communicate the identified name for further use. 

In response to Applicant's argument that Sundaresan can not be said to describe a producer of text (p 3, fourth paragraph), it shoulb be 
noted that by applicant's own admission the quote of Sundaresan describes companies that produce products (p 3, fourth paragraph). 
Not only do companies that produce products usually also produce a name for those products but within the broadest, reasonable 
interpretation of "producer of text", the Office maintians that "producer of text" is synonymous with "companies that produce products". 

In response to applicant's argument that Sundaresan does not describe the designation of a name of a product from a plurlaity of 
names of the product (p 3, last paragraph), it should be noted again that the Office contends that "new terms are obtained from relations 
discovered by the system for automatic mining of patterns and relations of the same kind" (Sundaresan, Col 8, lines 22-34 as cited in the
